GOV. ALLEN, NOTED ORATOR OF 


KANSAS, NOMINATES GEN. WOOD.

CHICAGO, June 11.—Described as the outstanding candidate 


nominated today by 


“No man in America has been 
given so many constructive things 
to do in thie ge and no one 


denies that he has un- 
@ertaken, he has done well. 
“An unexpected period of con- 


fusion has come upon us in the aft- 
|}ermath of the great war. Old ways 
are lost and leadership, hesitant and 
drifts upon an unchart- 


ea pea. 

Under the weak hands of a tim- 
orous government, the social dis- 
orders and class mindedisms, caught 
from the world struggle have grown 
to alarming proportions. 

“The unchecked encroachment of 
sinister greed. the appalling waste 
of public money, the immoral pan- 
dering to class interest and class 
prejudice have .brought us to a 
point where the nation demands 
and the world expects from this 
great council a leader chosen out of 
the great need, and not through the 
cunning of political expediency. 

“In seeking for the initiative and 
the prophetic wisdom to] guide us 
in an hour that must ~ wholly 
constructive. we are fortunate in 
a candidate whose record reveals 
the qualities needed for the task.

The main difficulty has been the 
refusal of minor candidates to sacri- 
fice their opportunities until they 
can receive reasonable assurances 


that their votes will furnish the nec- 
essary majority to some candjdate 
who can win. 

Under these circumstances no one 
of them is willing to retire, for each 
feels that the pledges to him may 
supply the nucleus for success if a 
deadiock between those now leading 
becomes an established fact. Chief. 
among these are Harding, Sproul 
and Coolidge. 

No one has been able to account 
for the Johnson vote. The only in- 
dication came from Senator Borah, 
who said neither Wood nor Lowden 
should receive the nomination. 

TALK OF SENATOR KNOX. 


Talk of Senator Knox as a com- 
promise candidate arose again co- 
incident with the conferences and 
carried with it the argument that 
he would have the support of Sen- 
ator Johnson. 

Gov. Coolidge’s name also was as- 
sociated with the Knox talk. 

Senator Poindexter, himsel a can- 
didate, said he did not believe Wood 
or Lowden could poll 400 votes. He 
added: 

“Inevitably the delegates, seeing 
this situation, will, in the effort to 
make a nomination, go to other can- 
didates, and it is posible, and in- 
deed probable, that combinations 
Will be found creating sew align- 
ments which in turn lead to new 
deadiocks, and, in my opinion, it will 
be some time before a nomination ts 
reached 

N do not think the winner can 
de named now, but he soon will be 
developed.” 

HARDING IS SATISFIED. 

Senator Harding made a personal 
statement in which he said: 

“I am very well satisfied tonight.. 
The outlook for some one in the 
second row of contenders has never 
been brighter during the conven- 
tion.” 

A large majority of the Harding 
votes cast yesterday were pledged 
to Wood as a second choice. me 
members of the delegation said this 
morning that if Senator Harding re- 
leased them they would feel free 
to go where they pleased if their 
votes would not be of assistance to 

od. 


The Lowden managers were calcu- 
lating that if they succeeded in get- 
ting accessions from Harding dele- 
gations from Massachusetts, Indi- 
ana, New York and Texas, they 
would be within striking distance of 
a majority today. The Lowden peo- 
ple were predicting that the Wood 
forces struck high-water mark yes- 
terday, but the Wood people replied 
positively that. they would advance 
farther on resumption of the bal- 
loting. 

JOHNSON STANDING PAT. 

The New York delegation will 
caucus this morning a half-hour be- 
fore resumption of the convention. 

Johnson leaders said offers of 
delegates were coming to them from 
virtually every other camp, but, as 
none of them looked to Johnson for 
first place, the Senator was stand- 
ing pat and would hold his dele- 
gates together. If convinced, they 
said, that he could not win, he 
might make an alignment. 

It was declared positively, how- 
ever, that under no circumstances 
would Johnson make a deal with 
either Wod or Lowden. 

“The statement of Senator Borah 
in regard to his attitude toward 
Wood and Lowden can be taken 
practically verbatim as the attitude 
of Johnson,” one of Senator John- 
son's advisers said. 

Johnson followers declared the 
Senator could make a deal any time 
with virtually any of the factions 
which would assure him the Vice- 
Presidential nomination. 

At midnight a new proposal, in- 
volving the Harding delegates and 
the Pennsylvania votes, was brought 
to Senator Johnson and it was said 
that out of it might come something 
concrete if the Senator were con- 
vinced today that he cannot win the 
Presidential nomination. 

WANT JOHNSON’S APPROVAL. 


According to Johnson managers, 
nothing definite was suggested ex- 
cept that it should be something 
that would have the whole-hearted 
approval of Johnson. It might look 
to either Johnson, Knox, Sproul or 
Harding as the nominee, it was de- 
clared. 

Senator Smoot, Committeeman 
Hert and Senator Moses, one of Gen. 
Wood's managers, participated in 
one conference and Senator Borah 
and William R. Hearst participated 
in another. 

e Pennsylvania delegates in 
cau without a record vote or mo- 
tion agreed to stand for Sproul’s 
nomination so long as they feel he 
has a chance. 

A motion to stick to the Governor 
until he released the delegation was 
objected to by some of the delegates 
as preventing them from exercising 
individual judgment.

COLISEUM (Chicago) June 11.-— 
The Republican National Conven- 
tion in a ten-hour continuous session 
today cast four ballots in an unsuc- 
cessful effort to nominate a candi- 
date for the Presidency, and then 
adjourned until 10 a.m. tomorrow. 

Wood, Lowden and Johnson lead 
in the balloting, in that order, but 
without enough at any time to give 
any of them a majority. On the 
fourth ballot the Wood strength had 
climbed up to 314% votes, the Low- 
den strength 289 and the Johnson 
strength stood at 140%. 

Herbert Hoover's maximum vote 
today was five votes. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler's strength gradually drift- 
ed away, much of K te Lowden. 
Other votes were ‘

soon after 7 o'clock, Chicago time, 
no one in it had eaten since break- 
fast, and the adjotrnment of the 
convention session only marked the 
beginning of a series of all night 
conferences and maneuvering, 
which the chiefs of the various 
forces believe will bring accessions 
lo their forces for the reopening of 
the balloting tomorrow: 

SHIFTS AND CHANGES. 

The four ballots saw various shifts 
and changes, with a general declin- 
ing of the favorite son and compli- 
mentary vote. The vote for Dr. 


Nicholas Murray Butler of New York 
steddily dwindled until on the clos- 
ing ballot it stood at twenty. 
Lowden forces took most of the ac- 
cessions from New York. 

Twenty-four votes from Wisconsin 
cast for La Follette on three suc- 
cessive ballots, amid hisses and cat- 
calls, fell to twenty-two at the clos- 
ing. It was the first convention in 
years at which La Follette himself 
had not appeared as a candidate 
Philander C. Knox's maximum was 
two. Gov. Sproul’s high mark was 
eighty-three and a half. 

It was difficult to understand the 
sudden adjournment after four bal- 
lots had been taken. At the end 
ot the third ballot the Johnson 
forces moved an adjournment and

Cities do not grow 
in size and wealth merely because their 
people wish them to. Los Angeles relies 
on no Aladdin's lamp, but on the funda-

Strategic location with reference to trade 

by land and sea, ability to manufacture and 
market in enormous quantities the commod- 
ities that people demand, and a surround- 
ing territory of. great agricultural produc- 
tivity—these are the foundation stones up 
on which mighty cities are reared. Los 
Angeles has them all. 
The advantage in location was never 80 
impressive as now. Los Angeles has started 
its first fleet of home ships over trans- 
oceanic trade lines just when the American 
merchant marine is assuming a world dom- 
inating position. For the purposes of trade 
with countries beyond the Pacific, with 
South America and two-thirds of the United 
States, Los Angeles is in the right spot. It 
is not only strategically situated to take 
advantage of the growing business of the 
western coast of America, but geograph- 
feally it has a distinct advantage over other 
Pacific Coast ports because it fs nearer by 
land and sea to great trade centers. 

Tt needs no prophet nor soothsayer to 
foretell the industrial greatness of Los An- 
geles: The solid evidence is here now. Los 
Angeles and its surrounding territory beve 
cotton, fron and other raw materials. Thore 
is abundance of water and power, and he 
climatic conditions are recognized as 4 bo- 
tent factor in making industries productive 
and successful. Nature has done its part 
in providing for the industrial greatness of 
Los Angeles and there has been added the 
man-made condition of industrial freedom, 
another factor that is contributing conspic- 
uously to our manufacturing success. 

The tide of industry is setting strongly 
toward Los Angeles. Manufacturers in 
many eastern and Middle West cities are 
getting ready to locate here. Definite nego- 
tiations are under way for sites for facto- 
ries in almost every line of production. 
These industries are coming here for sound 
and weli-considered reasons—because os 
Angeles offers better facilities for manv- 
facturing. 

No region on earth has richer or mare 
productive soil than that of the Southwest. 
The capacity of the Sotithwest to grow food 
products is almost beyond belief. If one 
day this week more than $1,000,000 worth 
of products was shipped from Imperial Val- 
ley,.a region that twenty years ago was 
barren desert. In the Colorado basin there 
fa several times as much land of equal fer- 
tility which can be watered when the Colo- 

-vado River is harnessed for the use of man. 

Forces of the Colorado River, not now 
used, are sufficient to build up the wealth 
and getivities of several States and justify 
the existence of a city of several million 
people. Its waters on the land will produce 
crops sufficient .to feed a nation, and its 
power will turn more wheels of industry 

than all that ate now in motion on this 
side of the Rocky Mountains. 

So the census figures are more signifi- 
cant than is shown ata glance. Mayor Sny- 
der and officials of the Chamber of Com- 
merce believe there are more people here 
than the census shows. The estimates of. 
the directory canvassers and the public utfl- 
ities board are higher. The discrepancy 
is probably accounted for by the large num- 
ber of transient residents and those who, 


because of State tax laws, prefer to have 


their legal residence elsewhere, even though 
they live here most of the time. There 
may be 25,000 to 56,900 such, although there 
is no way to determine the exact number. 
Undonbtedly the biggest achievement of 
Los Angeles in the past decade has been 


elapsed since 1910 Los Angeles has estab- 
lished itself beyond question as a city of 
manufacturing. The effect on population of 
the coming of industries is reflected only in 
very small measure in the census figures 
of 1920. The big growth of population at- 
tendant on manufacturing is to come in the 
next ten years. 

Los Angeles fs now 
the tenth ¢ity in size im the country. In 
1930 M will be found much higher up in 
the list. Boston, Baltimore, Pittsburg, 
Cleveland and St. Louis must look to their 
laurels, for Los Angeles is very likely to 
go ahead of them.

though the letter is obscure. Elihu Root, 
one of the greatest of the elder statesmen 
of the Republican party, sensed the menace 
of @ party split over the League plank be 
fore he left this country three weeks azo

THE BUSINESS 
OF GOVERNMENT. 


BY JOHN 8S. CHAMBERS, 
State Controller. 
“The Business of Government in 
the State of California” was the 
topic assigned to State Controller 
John S. Chambers by the California 
Bankers’ Association in convention 
at Lake Tahoe. Government, he 
said, was an institution to live under 
and not on; yet neither should a 
government live on the people in 
the matter of taking more money 


than was needed for proper support 
and development. | 
Chambers in his address briefly 
traced the early financial history of 
California and then went on to say 
that our State government had 


grown without particular purpose 
or design, like Topsy. It was as 
though a man had built a square 
house and, from time to time, with 
no thought of architectural design 
er economy in service, had added a 
bay-window here, a porch there, a 
room somewhere else, until at last 
de had a great rambling structure, 
tremendously costly to build and 

endously costly to maintain. 
What was needed, he declared, was 
organization, the simplification of 
governmental machinery. This would 
seem, he said, the elimination of 
useless units and consolidation of 
others in natural groups. The State 
of California today could save fully 
$1,000,000 along lines of simplifica- 
tion. 


The Controller told of the work 
of the Committee on Efficiency and 
Economy, which was incomplete, 
having no authority over constitu- 
tional units and making no pretense 
for obvious reasons of a complets 
reorganization of statutory units. 
But, even so, the minimum saving 
was estimated at $275,000 a year 
and a maximum under the partial 
plan proposed at $350,000. This 
plan, be it remembered, was incom- 
plete and made no pretensé at full 
simplification. Yet, good as it was 
and laying a solid foundation for 
reorganization, it was thrown into 
the discard. . 

Prom 1900 to 1919, inelusive, ex- 
penditures had increased from 
$9,.229,.321.55 to $60,681,433.48, an in- 
crease of 449 per cent for the twen- 
ty years, and 170 per cent for ten 
years, the expenditures in 1910 hav- 

been $18,753,749.31. For the 
first half of the present fiscal vear 
expenditures had been §31,605,511.- 
If this ratio kept up until June 
30 of the present year it would 
mean expenditures in excess of 560. 
000,000. This would be an increase | 
of 220 per cent over 1910 and 18 per 
cent over 1919.

Mrs. Dempsey Tells Jury Son 
Was Only Support. 


Champ’s Former Wife Paints 
Ugly Picture of Him. 


Case Continued Until Next 
: Monday Morning. 


{EXCLAZSIVE 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 1t:—The 
jury in Judge Maurice T. Dooling’s 
court heard the other side of Jack 
Dempsey’s story this afternoon after 
the government had closed its case 
with Maxine Dempsey as the last 
witness. Jack's side of the story 
was told by a witness as different 
from the blase Maxine as light from 
darkness—by a little, white-haired, 
wrinkled woman with hands gnarled 
by hard work and shoulders bent 
by years—-Jack's mother. 

Her boy was a good boy, said Mrs. 
‘Celia Dempsey. He had worked 
hard since he was 14 years old, and 
since he was 18 back in 1918. or 
thereabouts, he hag been practically 
her entire support and the support 
of the other members of the family. 

“How could vou have managed in 
the years 1917 and 1918 if Jack had 
not sent you money?’ asked Attor- 
ney John Preston. 

“TI couldn't,” answered Mrs. 
Dempsey simply. “We wouldn't 
have had anything.” i 

HER ONLY HELP. 

And, according to the story Mrs. 
Cella Dempsey told sigeply and 
straight-forwardiy on the witness 
stand today, Jack hes been the only 
help. Other brothers were mar- 
ried, and with families of their own. 
On Jack's broad shoulders fell the 
burden of caring for his ple. 

Maxine Dempsey painted an ugly 
picture of Jack in her testimony. It 


appeared through his little mother's 
words. A boy who used to bring 
heme what he earned and say: 
“Here, mother, do what you like 
with it, buy yourself some clothes.” 


A young hter who, after one of 
his batti in Milwaukee, sent his 
mother 8150 in bills,  boyishty 


wrapped in a newspaper. clipping 
that told of his victory: a son who 
deprived himself to give his earn- 
ings te his mother. 

The orning. session ixjected a 
new element into the case: an al- 
leged conspiracy with Maxine Demp- 
sey as the moving spirit, to use the 
letters that have been kept out of 
the case, the letters that she de- 
clared Would hang Jack Dempsey,” 
to extort money from him.

Food Producers, Discouraged at Lack of 


Following heavy losses to cabbage 
growers who were compelled to 
plow under hundreds. of acres of 
the vegetable because they could find 
no profitable market comes news of 
a similar condition in onions. Es- 
pecially in the Coachella Valley 
growers have been unable to dispose 
of the crop, and some of them al- 
lege that retail prices have been 
maintained out of all proportion to 
the cost to the commission agent in 
the feld. 

It is hard to reconcile wasted acres 
fertilized by a costly crop with re- 
tall charges of 8 and 10 cents a 
pound. To put it plainly the South- 
ern California grower is discouraged 
with the results of his season's work. 
A composite expression of his views 
reveals considerable bitterness. We 
are beseeched to produce more 
food,” he says, “and we plow and 
sow and borrow and scrimpt in or- 
der to obey the mandate, only to find 
when our crops mature that we are

unable to sell them at a profit. while 
often we are robbed and exploited 
besides, and when we go to town 
and see the prices charged for food 
that is rotting on our farms it 
doesn’t make us feel any too good.” 


be abandoned at the end of the sea- 
son and the men and women who 
have been trying to pay for them 
out of their earnings will join the 
trek to the cities where they may 
sell their services for a fixed price. 
This, of course, means decreased 
acreage, less food ahd continued 
high prices. One of the greatest 
present-day needs is an adaquate 
system for getting food products 
from the farm to the consumer with- 
out passing under the blighting in- 
fluence of unnecessary middlemen. 
Very often four profite are taken 
before the product reaches the table. 

However, this has not been alto- 
gether the cause for the disastrous 
situation in the onion market. Toa 
great extent the loss of the Califor, 
nia crop, which will run into several 
hundred thousand dollars, has been 
due to the early and heavy ship- 
ments of Texas onions to the con- 
suming markets of the East and Mid- 
die West. This heavy movement is 
still under way, the average ship- 
ments from Texas at the present 
time being about 500 carloads per 
week, twice the rate of movement 
from California. This heavy 
movement of the Texas crop has 
caused prices to slump sharply 
throughout the country. . 

In addition, the recent hot weather 
in the Coachella Valley has caused 
the crop to deteriorate rapidly. 
Growers report that there has been 
an shortage of crates, and that as 
a result the crop has remained in 
the field too long, causing the onions 
to become split, sunburned and 
otherwise damaged. That this con- 
dition ts true is shown by the heavy 
shipments of poor stock to the local 
market during the past few days. 

It is pointed out by the producers 
and the large shippers that were the 
retailer to reduce his prices, the loss 
could to some extent be averted, due 
to increased consumption. First- 
class white and Bermuda onions are 
selling in the fields as low as 80 
cents to $1 per crate. - 

The average grade of new onions 
is at present retailing in most of the 
markets at three pounds for 25 
leents, while the cost to the retailer 
for this grade is in the neighborhood 
of 2% cents per pound, leaving a 
gross profit of about 5 cents per 
pound on the average grades and 7 
cents per pound for the fancy 
grades. The lowest retail price 
found in the local markets yester- 
day was 3 cents per pound, and in 
most instances the onions sold at 
this figure were labeled as a specia: 
for one day only. As a matter of 
fact, at present prites these onions 
in all probability cost the retatler 
about 1 cent per pound. The margin 
of profit. growers and shippers as- 
sert, can be mat ly reduced, and

Sugar Rationing. 

Whether or not the sugar ration- 
ing plan about to be introdu in 
New, York will be necessary’ here 
remains to be seen.

There is a feeling that 
the sugar shortage is more artificiaT 
than real, and that if a free flow 
from the base of supply was per- 
mitted there would be enough for all 
‘practical purposes.

“I do not believe the people want 
to resort all the time to the ration- 
ing principle, that they want to be 
told how much paper they can have, 
how much sugar, hom many shoes, 
how much cloth, or how much fuel, 
and I don’t know that they want to 
be told how much gasoline they 
are entitied to use on the Sabbath. 
We cannot regard that as a per- 
manent statement under which 
| Americans are to live. 

“It will be much more desirable 
to have the government retire from 
business, for after all it is not pos- 
sible to repeal the law of supply 
of demand, and it shall be much bet- 
ter off in the end if people attend 
to their own affairs and the law of 
supply and demand is again put 
into operation.”

“There fs no — in our society 
for class legislation, he asserted, 
emphasizing — for 
“obedience to and — for the 
law by all classes of people.” 

Referring to Webster's “Temple 
of Justice.” Judge Bledsoe said that 
the erection of a temple of justice 
should be the central thought of all 

vernments. He said that all of- 

rs, no matter how humble, and 
particularly district attorneys, whose 
duty is to see that justice is done, 
should consistently and honestly 
lend all their efforts te the end that 
all might have justice, as well as
